Betore he came to congress he was accused of 
tendéncies that were slightly mugwuimpish, 
but since he has been in the house 
he has developed into a radical of the radi- 
republican throughout. On several 
occasions he has taken a prominent position 
jin party counsels, and the impression he made 
has been universally favorable. His speech at 
the New Iingland dinner at Brooklyn has been 
quoted ext nsively, and his admirers think he 
has claims that should not be entirely disre- 
garded. Some of the shrewd ones, however, 
think that Mr. Lodge’s candidacy is inspired 
by one or more of the bright westerners, who 
think that the honor should go to their section 
of the United States, and who feel sure that 
an active canvass by the young New England- 
er would weaken Mr. Reed in his fight. 

The probabilities of a compromise candidate 
being the successful one are already under dis- 
cussion, andin that connection the name of 
Mr. Jolin M. Farquhar, of Buffalo, has been 
mentioned. Heis regarded as being an espe- 
cially good man for such a place. Heis cred- 
ited with possessing a great deal of good, hard, 
common sense, while his knowledge of the 
workings of the house is said to be thorough. 
His friends in the next house are, it is under- 
stood, numerous, and there is a powerful prob- 
ability that the New York delegation will pre- 
sent his name inthe caucus, and will urge its 
acceptance with all the vigor which the em- 
pire state usually displays when there is an 
oliice in sight. 

The third of the new candidates is Mr. 
Thomas M. Bayne, of Pennsylvania, but h 
supporters are doing very little in his beha 
as yet. They aro satisfied that “everything 
cometh to him who waits,’’ and their cam- 
paign seems to be mapped out on that basis. 
[t is understood, however, that the Pennsyl- 
ation will be solid for Bayne. 

: A BOOM FOR M’KINLEY. 

Theo fight which is going on among the Ohio 
‘hig four’’ bids fair to result in a gencral break 
upandarow. It is not improbable that the 
whole political map of the buckeye state may 
be so changed that it will be beyond recogui- 
tion by even those who are today familiar with 
every path and quarter section line. 

There lias becn alow muttering all day—a 
kind of an underground rumbling—that Con- 
gressmuan McKinley, the Napoleon of the 
house, is to be named for acabinet place. .It 
is claimed that the proposition will grow in 
favor if properly considered. The young Napo- 
leon has been frequently told that he had a 
great future before him. It is trne—or at 
least, his friends assert it—that he has an am- 
bition to go into the cabinet, but has been pos- 
sessed of too much modesty to push himself 
forward like the fire alarm, Foraker. 

It isstated tonight with much emphasis 
that the McKinley boom quietly being 
worked by Blaine and Sherman. 

The Blaine people claim that the young 
Ohioan was always true to the plumed knight. 
Sherman likes McKinley, andif he can’t break 
in himself he would rather see the young con- 
grossman in the cabinet than any of the others 
spoken of from Ohio. 

Eliminated from the speakership contest, he 
would leave the field open to Reed, Butter- 
worth or Cannon, and his selection will, there- 
fore, be intensely popular among congress- 
men. Inthecabinet McKinley would save 
John Sherman in the senate and thus kil] off 
Foraker for the senatorship. This is the Sher- 
man idea, and Sherman could pay his debt to 
McKiniey and gratify the revenge of his politi- 
cal friends by urging upon General Harrison 
the selection of his most loyal supporter at 
Chicago. The Ohio candidates for governor 
all want McKinley safely placed for four years, 
and Harrison men who think of a second term 
for their chief will think well of making Mc- 
Kinley a Harrison man.

Five Members Shut Out of the New York 
bxchange. 

New York, December 26.—Five members 
of the consolidated exchange were suspended, 
or had their accounts closed out, today under 
the rule for inability to meet their losses, 
They were A. F. Tuttle, G. H. Tuttle, Charles 
TI’. [vés, Theopolius Steel and F. A. Lithchild. 
The Tuttle brothers could not be seen. From 
members of the exchange it was learned that 
the Tuttles’, Ives and Lithchild had been pulled 
down by the laying down of ‘C. J. Fisher’s 
bucket shop, with which they dealt. Tuttle 
Bros. liabilities will probably amount to over 
$15,000. Fisher dewied all the rumors. He 
said the Tutties’ owed him $15,000 when. he 
threw their account out of his oflice two 
months ago. 

Excitement in Red Cloud. 

Curcaco, December 26.—A dispatch from 

ted Cloud, Neb., says that the closing of the 
doors of the Red Cloud National Bank, in that 
city, caused great excitement among the peo- 
ple. It seems that the bank has been finan- 
cially troubled for some weeks, The princi- 
pal ownership of the bank was recently 
changed, and an attempt was made to create a 
run on the bank, and had it not been 
for private aid it would have had to close its 
doors the next day after the change had taken 
place. This alone has been the means of in- 
jury to the concern, but everything seemed to 
be moving along nicely until Saturday even- 
ing, when the bank ofticials, after a hasty ex- 
amination of the affairs of the bank, refused 
to pay their checks. This was not decided 
upon, however, until numerous protests of 
paper had been made at diilerent points over 
the country. The bank paid checks and ro- 
ceived money up to 4o’clock Saturday after- 
noon. As nearlyascan be learned tle bank 
owes its depositors about $20,000, and it is un- 
derstood that they have other liabilities 
amounting to something like $50,000, but it is

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SIX PERSONS DROWNED. 


Capsizes and a Pleasure Party Goes 
to the Bottom. 

San Francisco, December 26.—One of the 
saddest accidents of the year occurred yester- 
day afternoon about five o’clock, in which six 
persons lost their lives. A party of seven con- 
sisting of Andrew Ziega, his sister, Kate, 
George Stump and wife, Mattie Coates, Mary 
Morales and « boatman whose name could not 
be learned, left carly in the evening for the 
boat house about six miles from the city, for 
the purpose of taking asailon the bay. The 
party embarked and all went well until 
a heavy sea set in, when some 
of the occupants of the boat 
became frightened and wanted to return home. 
Finally it was agreed to start home and the 
boatman started to jibe his sail, when® sud- 
den gust of wind upset the boat,throwing its 
occupants into the water. All scrambied to 
reach the capsized boat but none succeed- 
ed except the boatman, and all the others 
drowned. The boatman drifted about for 
some time, but by his cries attracted the atten- 
tion of some one on a schooner who rescued 
him. The party was made up on Christmas 
eve at the house of Mr. Ziega where a number 
of friends were assembled at a Christmas tree 
party. All the unfortunates resided’ in this 
‘ity except Miss Morales, whose home is in 
Pasa Dena. 


A Boat

CuicaGco, December 26.—Three fatalities 
and a number of minor casualties resulting 
from accidents at Christmas festivities in 
this vicinity, are reported in this morn- 
ing’s dispatches. At Geneva, Ill.,and Dan- 
ville, P1L, men personating Santa Ciaus at 
Christmas church festivals, each of whom 
used catton batting for beards and wigs, cong 
fire from candles on the trees and were fataily 
burned; and at Milwaukee a four-year-old boy 
waked early, and, slipping out of bed, under- 
took to light the candles on the Christmas 
tree, as he had seen it done the night before. 
He set his night-gown, the tree, and bed- 
clothes on fire and was burned to death and 
his friends bad difficulty in rescuing other 
children and saving the house.

A LITTLE CLASH

GENERAL STANLEY UNDER ARREST, 


Kut the Sheriff Refuses to Recognize the 
Warrant—Cause of the Trouble— 
To Piroseeute the Sheriff. 


FEDERAL 


Wasnincton, December 26.—The war de- 
partment has received no additional particulars 
concerning the arrest of General Stanley, 
commanding the department of Texas, and 
has issued no iystructions to him in regard to 
his future action., He has, it is explained, full 
discretion i@ the matter of the taking posses- 
sion of the property and can order troops to 
Austin for that purpose if he deems it neces- 
sary. The question of his defence before civil 
courts has heen referred to the attorney-gen- 
eral for such action as he may think proper. 
The trouble grows out of the attempt of private 
parties to squat upon the old arsenal property 
which has recently been donated by congress 
to the city of Austin for public school pur- 
poses. In the interval between the relinquish- 
ment by the government of property and its 
reception by the school board, the premises 
were squatted upon by a man named Snyder. 
The school board then applied to General 
Stanley to put them in possession. 
General Stanley and his aide went 
to Austin Monday for this purpese; but he no 
sooner reached the ground in company with 
representatives of the schoo] board than a con- 
stable, armed with a warrant from Justice 
Stuart’s court, arrested General Stanley and 
aide for an alleged attempt to commit an as- 
sault on Snyder. They quietly submitted and 
were carried before Justice Stewart, who 
bound them overin $500 to keep. the peace. 
Stanley refused to give bond, and said- he 
would go to jail first. The constable proceeded 
to take him to that institution and arrived at 
the door of the prison. Sheriff White asked 
General Stanly if he had authority from the 
government to transfer the property in ques- 
tion. The general said he had and produced 
his orders. The sheriff then said he would 
not recognize the order of commitment from 
Justice Stuart and told General Slaniley so. 
Suyder still holds possession of the property. 

ON TRIAL FOR CONTEMPT. 
Lovis, December 26.—A special from 
Austin, Texas, says: Sheriff White, who re- 
fused to put General Stanley and his aide in 
jail, wes arrested today on a warrant issued by 
Justice Stuart for contempt of bis court, and 
his trial is noW in progress. United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Kleberg is expected here to- 
night or tomorrow to institute legal proceed- 
ings against Stuart. 
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FATE OF A BURGLAR. 


Burned With the Store He was 
Plundering. 

CuicaGco, December 26.—A. grocery store on 
South State stréet was destroyed by incendiary 
fire early this morning by an unknown man, 
supposed to have been a burglar, who was 
burned to death. <A barrel of oil in the front 
part of the store exploded during the fire anda 
inan named Frank Pole, who was Standing 
outside the store, was fatatly burned. 

The body of the supposed burglar was taken 
from the ruins today. They were so badly 
burned as to proclude identification. The po- 
lice now believe that the man who was sup- 
posed to be passing at the time of the explos- 
ion, and who was badly hurt, was an accom- 
plice of the dead burglar. He is a Sicilian and 
his real name is Phillippo Pulaio, The first per- 
sons on the scene say that he camerunning out 
of the burning building with his clothes on fire 
and calling on bystanders to rescue his friend 
inside. He is at the county hospital badly 
burned. The people who own the store believe 
that it was an attempt to murder the family 
by burglars in revenge for wounds inflicted on 
a housebreaker on a former raid in the prem- 
ises. The Lupe family live over the store, 
but were absent at the time of the explosion.

Every 
effort has been made to getat the facts, but 
no response to telegrams sent have been re- 
ceived up to midnight. It is rumored that 
two whites and five negroes have been killed.

And He Went Crazy On Account of It—A 
Sad Story. 

Cuicaco, December 26.—There was a sad 
chapter today in the case of the stolen child, 
Tessie Redmond, the pretty golden haired four- 
year-old daughter of John Redmond, a black- 
smith. This afternoon the father, driven 
crazy by worry and anxiety and his fruitless 
eilorts to recover his child, was adjudged in- 
sane in the county court and committed to a 
private asylum. On May 22d last, Tessie was 
playing in front of her father’s house on State 
street. Her playmates saw a woman iu black 
approach Tessie and proffer ber sweetmeats. 
When they turned around again the woman 
and child had gone. The father has traveled 
all over the United States in his efforts to run 
down the slightest semblance of clews. 
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A HORRIBLE FIND.

PHILADELPHIA, December 26.—A_ party of 
boys, while playing in East Fairmount park 
today, in the vicinity of the newcity reservoir, 
found two bundles in a section of, new thirty- 
six inch water main stored there. For curi- 
osity’s sake one of the boys cut the string of 
one of the bundles, and was horrified when a 
human head rolled out. Between them the 
bundles contained the body of aman, cut in 
pieces. The head was crushed, and everything 
indicates another mysterious murder. Noth- 
ing was found to identify the remains or give 
a clew to the murderers.

New York, December 26.—Adolph Witts- 
lock was one time ago confidential clerk of 
Herman Scheyer, commission merchant of 46 
aud 48 Leonard street. The merchant went to 
Europe and left Wittslock in charge of his 
business. The clerk at once took to riotous 
living, became infatuated by two concert 
saloon girls upon whom he lavished money 
and expensive clothing. Finally allthe mer- 
chant’s goods were disposed of, employes dis- 
charged and the establishment closed up.

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THE MARBLEUEAD FIRE. 
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Large Manufactories and Numerous Dwell- 
ings Burned. 

MARBLEHEAD, Mass., Deecomber 26.—Last 
night's fire was first discovered in the house- 
furnishing store of D. B. H. Powers, on Pleas- 
ant street, at abont 10 o'clock. The direct 
cause of the fire is not known. The first warn- 
Img W9s announced by a loud explosion of 
naphtha in thestore. Thealarm was quickly 
run lnand immediately followed by a second 
and third. When the firemen reached the 
burning building it fell with a mighty crash. 
It was a wooden structure. and was rapidly 
constuned, The firemen did their best to hold 
the flames in check, but their efforts amounted 
to nothing. The buildings surrounding the 
siructire were nothing but inere shells and it 
seemed as ifeverywhere tho sparks fell fire 
started. In fifteen minutes from the time the 
first alarm was rung in the entire business por- 
tion Was a sea of tiame, The fire raged fiercely 
and twe companies were wholly of no avail to 
fill the task they were called upon to perform. 
Assistance was summoned from Lynn, Salem 
and Swampscott, and these towns quickly re- 
spondéd. 4 
It is estimated that the loss is between 
7000,0% and $600,000. The entire shoe man- 
ufactthing district, the principal business of 
the town, was burned to the ground. Fully 
sixty tuildings were consumed. People were 
frantic and rushed to and fro as though crazed. 
The flames spread with such rapidity that 
scarcely anything was saved. Tenants resid- 
ing in dwelling houses were completely 
cleane< out, and as they stood watching their 
homes cousumed they presented a pitiable 
Sight. The fire, after demolishing the build- 
ing In which it started, swept directly across 
to Kethabite hall, which is totally burned 
From there it swept overto W. B. Brown’s 
house, Which marked the limit of the fire on 
the western side. The wind was most fortu- 
natelylight, but a roaring mass of flames 
swept dverto F. W.& J. W. Monroe's shoe 
factoty on the opposite side of Pleasant street. 
The building was « wooden structure, four 
stories high, and was burned -to the ground. 
The shoe factory of Charles Reed, to the west, 
caught and was burned to the ground. 

The progress of the fire was checked upon 
this skle at that point, but it swept, uncon- 
trolled, to the eastward, and the flames soon 
reduced Paime’s.express office to a mass of 
ruins. Thusit continued. Sheds, fruit stands 
and gmal!l.tenement houses were consumed 
with tapidity. It seemed as if the entire town 
was doomed. By this time help from Salem, 
Lynn and Swampscott arrived, and _ this 
resporse put new life into the clheerless 
workers. The city was thooded with strangers 
from all the surrounding towns. On Pleasant 
street the dwelling houses of Nathan Pitman, 
Asa Lianey, the Boston and Maine depot, Cole 
Bros’ shoe factory, the horse ear station, 
Staeecy’s drug store, Jonathan Bodine’s woolen 
factory, a large structure four stories high, and 
numerous small buildings were reduced to 
ashes. On the opposite side Joseph Lefavre’s 
dweilmg house, H. O. Symonds, hardware; 
Grand Army hall ana fire 
headquarters, ®@ magnilicent brick 
ing} the Niaito block, C. Grego- 
rys arag store, Boston branch grocery 
store and the dry goods store of George Graves 
were destroyed. 

On Essex street the fiames destroyed Aller- 
ton hall and the immense wooden factory of 
C. H. Woodbury, shoe manufacturer. Aller- 
tou hell is occupied as a shoe factory by Jona- 
than Orme. ‘The factory of Jacob H. Cropley 
é Bro., 01 Essex strect; Peache’s shoe factory 
and the houses of Dennis and Jacob Pine were 
redaced to smouldering ruins. 

On Spring street the fire swept on, destroy- 
ing the residence and factory of William C. 
Lefavre. Its progress was checked at Sewell’s 
grammar schoel building. Sweeping across 
Spripe street the flames consumed the dwell- 
ing of Dr, Whitmere: Here the Hames changed 
their course and sweeping on to Sewell street, 
12 in the rear of 
Pleasaut street, taking everything clean up 
on both sides of the railroad 
track. ‘The residences of Mr. Chamberlin 
and the late ‘thomas I. Crossman, Paine’s 
livery stables, Thomas Lix’s fruit stand and 
numerous small buildings were burned to the 
ground. Atthreeo’clock the fire was under 
eontrol, though yet burning fiercely. This 
stolid old burgh in June, 1577, was visited by a 
fire which swept over nearly the same district. 
During the progress of the present fire several 
explosions were heard. Fally 1,000 workmen 
are thrown-out of employment. The number 
of buildings consumed is estimated between 
fifty and sixty. Theloss is estimated at be- 
tween $50,000 and 360,009, 

‘The loss by last night’s fire is now estimated 
at $800,000. Thirty-seven buildings were de- 
stroyed and over 1,000 persons thrown out of 
employment. None of the manufacturers 
think it possible to rebuild. this winter, ind 
there is a general feeling of depression in 
town. Among the principal losers are B. E. 
Cole & Cv., $100,000; insurance, $75,000: J. 
M. Copley, $80,000; insurance, $50,000; F. 
W. & J. W. Monroe, $50,000; well insured. 
The charter of the Philanthropic: lodge order 
of Masons, next to the oldest in the state, was 
burned. 

A‘ meeting of,the citizens was held tonight 
and addresses made by several prominent citi- 
zens, the prevailing sentiment being that the 
town should be at once rebuilt and with brick 
instead of wood buildings. In case private 
capital should prove insutlicient, it was 
thought that the town should give all possible 
pecuniary assistance. Several contributions 
in simall gums were received at the meeting to 
aid any sufferers, and a committee of five was 
appointed to select a committee of twenty-five 
to solicit contributions. 
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Tobacco Factory Burmed, 
DANVILLE, Va., December 26.—At South- 
boaton yesterday, the large tobacco factory of 
J. W. Easley was burned. The factory was 
occupied by Norman & Evans, and contained 
a stock of old tobacco valued at thirty-five 
thousand dollars. It was feared at one time 
that the whole town would be destroyed, and 
Danville was asked for assistance, but the 
flames were finally extinguished. 
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A Cold Wave in the West. 

Cuicaco, December 26.—The signal ser- 
vice gives notice that a cold wave has appeared 
in the northwest, and that the temperature in 
this region will fall from fifteen to twenty de- 
grees before tomorrow morning. As far as 
heard from, the storm extends throughout 
Iowa, northeastern Missouri, and part of 
Kansas. Throughout most of this region wet 
snow is falling. In the neighborhood of Kan- 
sas City it has taken the form of sleet. About 
noon today the telegraphic service between 
this city and Kansas City was almost entirely 
yrostrated. Since then some improvement 
an taken place, but it is still seriously inter- 
rupted.

New York, December 26.—The supreme 
court has overruled the demurrer of ex-Judge 
Hilton, in the suit brought by Mrs. Sarah N.

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CHICAGO POLICE PREVENT MRS. 
PARSONS 1 BOM LECTURING. 
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SCENES AT THE ANARCHIST HALL. 


Lucy Waves a Red Handkerchief and Says 
the Conduct of the O!fcers Is Out- 
rageous—The Situation. 


Cuicaco, December 26.—Handbills were 
widely distributed today announcing that Mrs. 
Lucy Parsons, wife of the executed anarchist, 
would lecture in Waverly hall tonight. One 
of the bills was handed to Chief of Police Hub- 
bard, who sent Lieutenant Laughlin to Mr. 
Laurie, proprietor of the ‘hall, with fnsgruc- 
tions to order him not to open “the place. 
Laurie was not satisfied with the message, and 
called upon the chief. 

‘I shall send an officer to you tonight,’’ said 
the chief to Mr. Laurie, “‘who will demand the 
key of the hall from you. He will thenstation 
policemen at the door, who will forbid ad- 
inission to the hall. You are perfectly 
helpless in the matter and any responsibility 
there is will be upon the police.’”’ 

The wording of the subject of the lecture 
Was a trifle ambiguous, in that it mighttinclude 
any or all phases, of anarcliy and socialism. 
Said Chief Hubbard: 

‘‘Mrs. Parsons can advertise herself all she 
pleases, but we will not help her to do it. \We 
liave private information that she intended to 
make a violent anarchistic harange. Then we 
would have been compelled to arrest her, and 
you can be sure that it would have been magni- 
fied in every way by the anarchists in argu- 
ment of their injunction suit tomorrow. The 
attempted lecture was simply for effect. I¢ is 
well known that Mrs. Parsons can’t refrain 
from talking of anarchy if she gots a chance, 
and we will not experiment with her further. 
She simply can’t speak in Chicago.”’ 

The police programime was carried out pre- 
cisely as indicated. There was no lecture. nor 
meeting. For three hours the narrow stair- 
ways leading tothe hall were crowded with 
anarchist sympathizers who, however, took 
the situation good-naturedly. Mrs Parsons 
was among them. 

“Is this what you call a free country ?”” sud- 
denly broke out the anarchist’s widow, as she 
waved aloft a bigred handkerchief, which 
had beer concealed in her muff.Z'* Why, they 
would not think of trying to step such a meet- 
ing as thisin London or in Scottand. Anar- 
chists march the streets of London singing the 
Marseillaise and are not interrupted, yet they 
call this country free.” 

Auarchist George Schilling then drew the at- 
tention of everybody by announcing that the 
“chief of police had said there was no law to 
Stop. the meetings, but that he was going to 
do it, and public sentiment would back him.” 

‘After persecution, revolution,” slated a 
wild-looking youth upon an upper step. He 
quickly subsided at ashrill “’sh’’ from Mrs, 
Parsons, thougn the glow on her swarthy 
face and flash in her dark eyes did not 
indicate displeasure. The youth said, 
he meant to say ‘‘Evolution,”’ and everybody 
laughed derisively. The police were de- 
nounced in strong terms and several enihus- 
iastics urged Mrs. Parsons to deliver her ad- 
dress, but cooler heads decided that it. would 
be bad policy, and in small groups the disap- 
pointed anarchists gradually left the vicinity.

The Soldiers Do Not Like Boulanger’s Ac- 
tion—England Shutting Out Cattle. 

Paris, Decesaber 2.—Leading French s0)- 
diers condemn Boulanger’s actionin deciding 
to contest the vacant scat inthe department of 
Seine. A strong government clique is organ- 
izing to oppese him. ‘The senate today passed 
the war and colonial estimates. In the debate 
on agricultural estimates, M. Breton asked 
Minister Viette to explain the conduet of Great 
Britain, in closing British ports to French cat- 
tle on the plea of the prevalence of infectious 
disease. M. Viette replied that British ports 
were open only tocattle from Portugal and 
Sweden. He could do nothing against the ill 
will of the British government, which had the 
right to adont whatever measures the sanitary 
police suggested. He had tried to negotiate 
with the British government onthe subject, 
but without success. M. Buffet asked thatthe 
correspondence on tie subject be produced. 
M. Viette said that the British government 
had not replied to the ’rench overtures,

It was reported at the 
time that the duchess was present, and that 
she was the intended victiin of a pihilist con- 
spiracy. The bomb was discovered in the 
lobby inthe rear of the stalls, by an attend- 
ant. Attached to it was a burning fuse, which 
an attendant promptly extinguished. The 
Russian consul at Malta, who was arrested for 
complicity in the attezapted outrage, has been 
released. There was no evidence whatever, 
against him, his arrest being due to a vague 
suspicion that he was in some way inrplicated 
in the affair. It is now supposed that the per- 
petrator was actuated solely by a spirit of wan- 
ton mischief.

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THE CAUSE OF TORNADOES, 


A Man From Maine Throws Light on the 
Subject. 
Special Correspondence of the Globe-Democrat. 

WASHINGTON, December 17.—A man from 
Maine takes occasion to inform congress that 
he has located the source of waterspouts and 
cyclones. His nameis Lieutenant Nathaniel 
Coftin, and he says waterspouts and tornadoes 
are the result of volcanicaction, The seat of 
disturbance, as shown by a map accompanying 
the lieutenant’s explanation, is in the 
northern part of British America. The map 
shows two volcanoes which, it is alleged, cre- 
ate the atmospheric disturbance, causing the 
tornadoes and waterspouts. An _ elaborate 
system of ocean currents and air currens, re- 
sulting fromthese two voleanoes, is depicted 
npon the map. Their influence is explained 
bp Lieutenant Coffin in the following lucid 
style: 7 
** While living in the vicinity of the two vole 
canoes represented upon the accompanying 
map, I became positive of the source of water 
spouts; that they are generated by vacuums 
caused by the flame of volcanoes; the earth in 
its diurnal revolutions toward the east leaves 
the vacuum formed by voleanoes on this hem- 
isphere hanging over the Pacific ocean, and 
the vacuums formed by volcanoes on the easy 
ern hemisphere are Actua! cause of all water- 
spouts, hurricanes, tornadoes and whirlwinds 
on the Atlantic ocean and coast. The accome 
panying map reresentsthe location of the 
magnet pole (about the latitude of the Arctic 
circle) and cause of the Gulf stream, viz.¢ 
the earth in its diurnal revebution causes the 
eastern hemisphere to depart from the At- 
lantic ocean, leaving a vacuum on the west 
coast of Europe and Africa; at the same time 
the east coast of Africa strikes against the In- 
dian ocean, causing an immense volume of 
water to flow around the Cape of Good Hope, 
which fallsin the vacuumon the west coast of 
Africa, and in entering the vacuum acquires @ 
course due north, which soon places 1t under 
the Tropic of Capricorn, and reaches the equa- 
tor about the time when Cape St. Roque, on 
tle northeast coast of South America, strikes 
it; from thence it follows the trendings of the 
coast, bores out the C sea and Gulf of 
Mexico, debouching intothe Atlantic through 
the straits of Florida, where it is met by a por- 
tion of the same that flowed east of the island 
of Cuba; this strikes the volume as it comes 
from the straits of Florida, causing it to flow 
close to the coast of Florida, and in its turn- 
ings causes a deposit of the coarsest sediment 
thereby forming the Bahama banks; thence i 
follows the trending of the Atlantic coast op 
osite the Georges banks, where by doubling 
its width, it halves its velocity, which is the 
actual cause of the finer sedimenj 
of the Georges banks; from thence it con 
tinues north, striking the island of Newfound- 
land, and is nearly lost asa currént after de- 
positing.the finest sediment of the Gul 
stream, which forms the grand banks, or 
banks of Newfoundland, although the stream 
is traced across the Atlantic to the Irish and 
Britis channels and is lost in the bay of Bis- 
cay, on the coast of France. The reason for 
the warm temperature of its waters is the fact 
that four-fifths ef its length is between the 
tropics of *Cancer and Capricorn, absorbing 
caloric, and but one-fifth of its length is dis- 
bursing it.’”’ = .

Cornbread for Europe. 
The produce exchange of New York is 
engaged in a movement which may turn 
out to be a philanthropic one. The pur- 
pose of the produce exchange ig to arrange 
fora special exhibit of corn (or Indian 
maize, as itis called abroad), and its food 
products at the Paris exposition to be held 
next year, in order to give foreigners, who 
are starving on a diet of coarse rye bread, 
an idea of the cheap and palatable food 
that is within their reach. 
The food product of corn {s not only pal- 
atable, but delicate, and it is to be hoped 
that the exhibit of the produce exchange 
will cover all the varicties of food that can 
be made from corn meal. They ought to 
have on exhibition, the muffin, the batter- 
cake, egg-bread, the ashcake, the Virginia 
pone, the dumpling, andthe hoecake, The 
sight of these things, as well as the taste, 
ought to be enough to tempt the palates of 
European epicures, to say nothing of the 
peasants who pay high prices for wheat 
bread, or subsist precariously on rye bread. 
But there is one thing the produce ex- 
change ought to remember, and that is 
that good results cannot be produced from 
steam-ground meal. If we are to show the 
effete monarchies of Europe our very best, 
{it will not do to place on exhibition bread 
made from steam-ground meal, The pro- 
cess takes the lifeout of the corn, and kills 
the flavor. But bread made from water- 
ground meal is fit for a king.

It is needless to say that. these youngsters 


make a very grave mistake. Solongas peo- 
ple like glare and glitter, gay colors and pic- 
turesque effects, just so long they will de- 
light in the word-pictures drawn by the 
masters of style. 
eagerly read Ingersoll’s speeches and essays; 


this is why they read Ouida, Charles Egbert 
Craddock, Amelie Rivess and the French 
— novelists—they want life and light and color 


in the sentences spread out before them on 
the printed page. 


Perhaps the true secret of the fondness of 


mary writers for colloquial English is to be 
found in their haste and carelessness. Any 
man can write plain English, but he 
write it after the fashion of Bunyan, Defoe 
and Swift 
labor. The simplest words in our language 
may be so arranged that their rhythm and 
the-pictures they suggest will linger in the 
memory of the reader, and on the 
hand they may be thrown together in such 


a haphazard way that they will be nothing 


but jargon, read without interest and for- 
gotten in a moment.

Dealt on 
Another Remedy. 

J. Willis Menard, editor ofthe Southern 
Leader, a negro paper published at Jackson- 
ville, Florida, has addressed a letter to Gen- 
eral Harrison, the president-elect. Itis notin 
the nature of a private letter, for a printed 
copy has been sent to Tus ConstrruTion, 

It is entitled Impending Crisis of 
the South,”’ and isa very well written doc- 
ument. , 

Editor Menard, who is a very {intelligent 
and conservative representative of his race, 
gays that the experience of twenty-five years 
shows that instead of assimilating in social 
and political interests, the two races are 
drifting farther apart from each other every 
year, and he adds that if every negro in the 
south -voted the democratic ticket, the 
whites would still oppose the policy of elect- 
ing or appointing negroes to oflice. 

Having delivered himself of this view, 
Editor Menard goes on to say that *‘it is a 
crime for any one to inspire such political 
hopes in the negro as cannot be realized. 
To promise him protection*and a free batlot 
and then fulfil the hope with the harmless 
report of a congressional investigating com- 
mittee, is demagogism and not statesman- 
ship.”’ It is better, he says, ‘‘to bring the 
negro face toface with his sad fate and 
teach him the lessons of self-reliance and 
how best tosurmount the obstacles in his 
pathway than to fill him with delusive 
hopes.”’ 

Editor Menard has a plan which he thinks 
fs the only solution of the race problem. 
This remedy is the migration of a large por- 
dion of the negroes into the northwestern 
and southwestern sections of the union, 
the cost of transportation, a year’s support, 
and ahomestead to be furnished by the 
government. Wo believe this plan has 
been suggested and discussed before, but it 
is ingpossible to say Whether it would solve

Short Reply to Dr. Lee. 

Epirors ConstituT1Ion: In your issue of 
Monday morning Dr. Lee replies at length to my 
recent.article onthe action of the North Georgia 
conference on the question of “six months publie 
schools.’’ While he acknowledyves that the resolu- 
tion which he offered, as chairman of the committee 
on education, did not pass, he represents meas 
saying that the “‘substitute’’ which did pass “em- 
bodied the sense of the original resolution.” In 
this he is certainly mistaken, "What Idid say was, 
“that while the principle atissue was not affected 
by the change in the form of the question, yet to 
many of the brethren, who were strongly opposed 
toa petition or memorial to the legislature, it 
seemed a very harmiess affair.” Instead of the 


substitute embodying “*the sense of the original res- ° 


olution” it utterly repudiated the one thing which 
it sought to accomplish—a petition from the con- 
ference to the legislature. It struck down its magna 
charter principle, for which Dr, Lee still contends, 
and simply said that it wou!d express its “sympa- 
thy with the movement.® Even this action would 
not have been taken, Lutit was urged—always an 
unfair position in debate—that if it voted the mat: 
ter downy its action ‘‘would be considered as op- 
posed te public schools.” But such is not the 
case, The conference, I suppose, stands 
ten to one for public sehools. For fear, therefore, 
that they would be misunderstood, while not ap- 
proving the principle involyed, many voted for 
what they considered a very! harmless resolution of 
‘“sympathy.’’ The effort made by the commitiee 
through its chairman, Dr. Lee, signally failed, The 
next time it will not even geta vote of ‘“sympathy,”’ 

I decline to be led dway from the question in hand 
to consider the need of thé thousands of ignorant 
children in the state. My heart and every power 
of my life is with them, Weare all agreed that they 
ought to be educated. But the 
issue is as to whether an ecclesiastical body 
ought to attempt to influence legislation 
ina matter involving notonly increased taxation, 
but increased taxation for the education of the 
negro children of the state. Itis plain to us that 
itought not.

Epitors Constitution: I am delighted 
to see public attention called to the greatest want 
we have today in the state, towit: an inebriate 
asylum. I have drawna bill on the line proposed 
by Colonel Adair in his letter of yesterday, and will 
introduce it when the legislature meets in July and 
willurge its passage. On account ofthe press of 
urgent business and lack of time I did not present it 
atthe present session. Ihave been gathering sta- 
tistics on the subject for several months and 
hope __—ito show the members of the 
legislature the necessity of such an institution in 
order that we may keep pace with the progress of 
the age in other states. The property owned py the 
state known as “Indian Springs,’’ is the most vaiua- 
ble water for nervous compiaints in the south ex- 
cept Hot Springs, Arkansas. To build and equip 
an asylum there would cost but a small sum and 
when built would not cost the state a dollar more 
for its maintenance than is now ex- 
pended in that. department at © Ml. 
edgeville. The same physicians at the same 
Salaries can be reguired to look after the same 
patients at Indian Springs as they are now required 
to do at Milledgeville. 

Another remark just here may not be amiss. The 
idea ofsendinga man with shattered nerves and 
broken constitution toa place surrounded by luna- 
tics and maniacs to be cured of nervous prostration 
is, {o my mind, tosay the least of it, a very ques- 
tionable way of sccuriug the end sought to be ac- 
complished, A person suffering the tortures of the 
damned, called ‘mania potu,’” should be sent 
wiiere the mind could rest and physical 
nature could be builtup by daily exercises of a 
pleasant nature, untrammeled by unpleasant and 
unhappy surroundings, A mind free as air, away 
from the idiot’s jeer or the maniac’s weird song, 
where there is nothing in surroundings or 
company to remind him of the wine cup’'s 
snakes or a drunkard’s witcheries. It 1s a 
well settled principle that the best, the noblest, and 
the men of fiuest talents, whose nerves are as sens- 
itive as harp’s cords, and whose eloquence is 
as touching, are prone to strong drink 
more than all others, and such men 
should not be confined where their sympathies 
can be played upon daily by the scenes of woe and 
wild revelry as are enacted before them at Mllledce- 
ville. A sane man with fine and tender sympathies 
could not stand it long without straining his nerves 
to their utmost tension, Other and equally potent 
reasons could be given why a change is necessary, 
but Iam growing too longin this letter and must 
cutitshort.

I opposed the sale or 
lease of the property on several grounds as well as 
on the line above mentioned, and the cemmittee 
did me the honor of postponing ection till the sum- 
mer session to giye time tor we to introduce my bill 
to erect a home for the inebriates at Indian Spring. 
A majority ofthe committee sanctioned my views 
on the subject and will aid mein consummating the 
matter nextsummer. lam truly giad to seethe 
question put before the public, and do hope that 
wy bumble eflortsin this behalf will bring forth 
rood fruit, which I feel assured of, if Iean only 
have the aid and active co-operation of all the good 
people in the state, who fe el], as do, a deep and 
profonnd interestin allwho are strugglingin the 
mire and slums of au uncontrollable appetite.

POLITICS IN GEORGIA. 


The Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette Quotes 
Colonel A. E. Buek. 


In a recent issue of the Cincinnati Commer- 
cial-Gazette, a Washington dispatch says: 

Among the republicans of Georgia Colonel A. E. 
Buck is a leader, He served with great credit in the 
union army, settled in Alabama and was sent to 
‘congress, where he served with etility. He removed 
to Atlanta. He isthe most prominent republican 
in Georgia. Being asked last evening about the 
political situatiog in that state he said: 

“We hope we are soonto bavea much stronger 
party in the state, by a large class of people acting 


- more upon their judgmentand looking to the best 


intercsts of the state, instead of acting upon senti- 
ment and taking counsel of their prejudices, which 
has been injurious in many ways. 

‘“Wehave a large element of people who have been 
awakened to the natural advantages the state pos- 
sesses in climate, water powerand mineral wealth, 
as wellas in their soil, and, appreciating their 
wonderful resources, desire development and that 
prosperity which can only come in large menasnre by 
abandoning the old time Dotion of free trade. They 
are restless under democratic rule, They want 
honest elections, enlightened legislation, and it is 
to be hoped, cann@i much longer be held to the sup- 
port of the democratic organization. 

“The race question has been all powerful in hold- 
ing the white people, for the most part, solid for the 
democracy. I thinkmany strong men of my state 
have come to the conclusion that sentiment as to 
that matter should no longer control. They begin to 
see that a division ofthe whites would resuliin a 
division of the colored people, and that negro domi- 
nation is nol so much to be feared, In this matter 
of protection of the internal reyenuc taxes they are 
in accord with the national republican platform, 
and it seems to me mustsoon allign themselves with 
and become republicans, I hope to see a break 
from the democratic party iu the next state and 
congressional elections. 

‘When the break comes there will probaby be 
less question about fair elections, Then the best 
element of both races will act together in state and 
nationalelections, as is now the case in many 
places in Jocal and municipal elections, 

“As to thre ope: a’ion ofa national election law in 
the south, I think no such law would be of use, un- 
less it was made toapply tothe whole country, in 
every state alike. Indeed, underthe constitution, 
I don’t see how @ law applying toa part or parts of 
the couniry could be enacted. As congress has 
power over elections of members of congress some 
wise taw might be enacted by it which would secure 
non-partisan election mainagers—good men, in 
whose integrity all would have confidence, 

“If congressshould enact sucha law Ithink it 
would be well, perhaps, as hasbeen euggested to 
me, that the adminisiration of the law be lodged in 
the United States judges, and any violations of its 
provisions be made punishable in the United States 
courts--the jugges to appoint boards of ejection 
commissioners for each congressional district, who 
should Lave power to appoint sub commissioners 
for counties, perhaps these sub-commissioners to 
appoint managers of election. But there may be 
other metiods more acceptable tothe people and 
better calculated to answer the ends desired,”’

The Pekin Gazette says: “The following 
ease, which is reported by the highest authori- 
ties of the Hu Kuang provinces, has been un- 
der judicial investigation for some time past, 
and its final settlement is now reported. The 
principal parties to it were She-Yun-shan, 
@ wan who kept a_ drapery. cstab- 
lishment at a place called Jen-ho, in 
the Kung-an district, and two persons 
mamed Chang Tsumao and Chang Ming-la, 
father and son, who carried on a trade in 
firewood. About the middle of last year 
the latter -purchased the trees 
gmall wood in the Chiang-ling district, and 
went with a number of their servants to cut 
them down and convert them into firewood. 
They then hired a boat belonging to a Chung- 
king man to convey the products to the Kung- 
an district, where they heard there was a pros- 
pect of a high market for it. One might, 
shortly after their arrival at that place, the 
drapery establishment of She Yunshan was at- 
tacked by robbers and completely rifled, the 

roprietor himself and his wife being wounded 

n the struggle with the assailants. The rob- 
bers were pursued by the yillage pobice, but 
contrived to make their escape under cover of 


night. 

N axt morning She Yun-shan institated a 
gearch for the property and found five bales of 
cloth, part of the plunder, ata place not far 
from where Chang Tsu-mao’s boat was an- 
chored, and his suspicion having fallen on its 
six occupants, he called in theaid of the police 
and had thematonce arrested. When he 
brought them before the magistrate he charged 
them with piracy and falsely alleged that he 
found the stolen goods on board the boat. The 
accused, having refused to confess, were beaten 
and tortured, and inthe end oneor twoof 
them, dreading further torture, said that they 
had agreed with Chang Tsu-mao and his son 
to rob the house, but were not present at the 
commission of the deed. Chang Tsu-mao and 
his sort were again brought before the magis- 
trate and were exposed once more to torture, 
but they still firmly adhered to the declaration 
of their innocence, Both men died under the 
ordeal, and the wife of the former instituted 

roceedings against all the parties responsible 

or the death of her husband and son. 

The magistrate was at once removed from 
office and degraded, and a full investigation of 
the whole circumstances was held m the pro- 
vincial capital, with the result that the inno- 
cence of the six men was completely estab- 
lished. The blows, it ‘was proved, were ad- 
ministered on the usual places, the buttocks 
and legs, and no illegal torture was used. The 
law is that any one who falsely accuses an 
innocent nerson, and thereby causes his death, 
is to suffer strangulation after the usual period 
of confinement. Inthe present instance, al- 
though the immediate cause of death was tor- 
ture, still, as the torture was the consequence 
of the false accusation, She Yun-shan has been 
convicted under the above provision of bie 
law.

The 
accused, having refused to confess, were beaten 
and tortured, and inthe end oneor two of 
them, dreading further torture, said that they 
had agreed with Chang Tsu-mao and his son 
to rob the house, but were not present at the 
commission of the deed. Chang T’su-mao and 
his son were again brought before the magis- 
trate and were exposed once more to torture, 
but they still firmly adhered to the declaration 
of their innocence, Both men died under the 
ordeal, and the wife of the former instituted 
proceedings against all the parties responsible 
for the death of her busband and son. 

The magistrate was at once removed from 
office and degraded, and a full investigation of 
the whole circumstances was heid in the pro- 
vincial cavital, with the result thatthe inno- 
cence of the six men was completely estab- 
lished. The blows, it “was proved, were ad- 
ministered on the usual places, the buttocks 
and legs, and no illegal torture was used. The 
law is that any one who falsely accuses an 
innocent person, and thereby causes his death, 
is to suifer strangulation after the usual period 
of confinement. Inthe present instance, al- 
though the immediate cause of death ‘was tor- 
ture, still, as the torture was the consequence 
of the faise accusation, She Yun-shan has been 
convicted under the above provision of the 
law. ‘The mavistrate is to be banished for his 
careless management of the case; the npolice- 


derlings, who only carrivd out the law in the 
usnal way, are exonerated from all blame, and 
a fresh search is to be made for the actual rob- 
bers.

Some ofthe Surprising Effects of Explo- 
sive Oatmeal, Flour and Sugar. 
From the New York Sua. 
« “Tt’s all nonsense,’’ said Dr. Charles Perry, 
the pharmaceutical expert, “to say that tho two ex- 
plosions in Chicago this week were caused by dyna- 
mite oF bursting ers. They were caused by 
dust and-only dust. The public doesn’t seem 
to realize that tLe dustof any vegetable substance” 
which will burn wiliexplode when mixed with air, 
but every chemist knowsit to his sorrow. If you 
blow your gas out- and go away, you know that 
when you come back and strike a match there’s 
going to be an explosion of the mixed gas and air. 
You also know thatifyou put a lighted match in 
anempty benzine or naphtha barrel, when a little 
of the liquid is left, you are pretty sure to have 
the barre] disappear in small pieces and find ycur 
self in the next lot. The same rule applies to any 
fing dust which can be burned and which, by 
reason ofits fineness, can be suspended in the 
atmosphere, Here’salarge tin can, I throw into 
it a teaspoonful of powdre de riz and a pinch of 
lycopodium, I shake it until the can is full of dust 
laden air and touch a match toit. Offit goes, and, 
ouch! I burn my hand in showing the fact. With 
gas it takes about eight times as much air as gas to 
make a good bluw up. With dust the proportion is 
about the same, 

“The last explosion in Chicago was occasioned by 
oatmea!, which is, I think, the first time that Scott 
land's gastronomic mainstay has behaved so badly. 
Flour has a much wickeder record. It blew a grea- 
mill in Minneapolis all to pieces; it made a first-class 
wreck of a building in Hamilton avenue, Brooklyn: 
it knocked out the Jewells’ establishment at Fulton 
ferry in that city, and it has ruined I don't know 
bow many other places.’’ 

Flour isn’t alone,’’ contined Dr. Perry, “in this 

property. Powdered sugar cleaned out a huge 
store in Cortlandt street only a few years since, 
Pulverized cocoanut shells came near burning upa 
seven-story building in West Broadway. Drug- 
grinding mills are frequently the scenes of such 
explosions.

It is an important matter, and the idea 
seoms to bo a very popular one for various 


A number of prominent gentlemen were 
asked to give their views on the subject yes- 
terday, and responded as follows: 

COLONEL JOHN B. GOODW IN. 

Mr. John B. Goodwin was quite busy con- 
sulting with clients, bat stopped long enough 
to say: 

“Well, I-have not given the question ma- 
ture consideration, but at first flush it strikes 
me as a good idea. There seems to be no 
urgent reason at present for the organization 
of a city executive committee. The city eleec- 
tion is over, and, therefore, the immediate oc- 
ecasion for such a committee has passed 
But ten months from this time, just before the 
next election, I incline to the 
belief That it would be a good move tor organ- 
ize a city executive cominittee.”’ 

Mr. Jacob Haas wasat his desk writing a 
business letter when the question was put to 
him. He became interested at once, and said, 
emphatically: 

“Itisan excellent idea. Iam _ heartily in 
favor of thorough organization, and think that 
the appointment of a city executive committee 
would be a greai thing for Atlanta, for various 
reasons. I have been in favor of the plan all 
along, and hope that it will be carried out.” 

Judge C.C. Hammock said: “I think that 
the present system of conducting city elections ‘| 
in Atlanta is a very unsatisfactory one for many 
reasons. Onc of the greatest needs of the 
democrats in Atlanta is through organization, | 
and I believe that the appointment of a city 
executive committee composed of intelligent 
and upright gentlemen would do great ‘good. 
Let us have a city executive committee by al 
means.”’ 

MR. GREEN DODD'S VIEWS. 

Mr. Green T. Dodd, after several moments of 
serious thought, said: 

“Tt cannot be denied that organization is a 
good thing. As Iunderstand it, we have no 
organization in our city elections. They are 
loosely conducted, and there is certainly great 
room for improvement in the manner of 
carrying them on. I believe it would be 
good idea for Atlanta to follow the example of 
New York city in the maiter of holding her 
elections. She qught to haveat least double 
the number of precints, say two in 
each ward—with only a few  hun- 

dred voters registered at each precinct, and 
the crowd should not be allowed to go nearer 
than about one os ides d fi et to any precinct.

Mr. Levi Wells, whowas present, remark- 
ed: 

“What Mr. Dodd as said is on 
line. We should have a good organization, : 
a first-class city executive committee. As 
is our city elections are not properly conduct- 
ed. Everybody recognizes that fact. I think, 
however, that there shonld be about fiftcen 
or sixteen voting places inthe city. It would 
not hurt to have about three in the first ward, 
arranged to suit the convenience of the voters. 
There arc about two thousand voters in the 
first ward and allofthem are compelled un- 
der the present system to cast their ballots at 
one precinct. The result is that a good many 

ople don’t vote atall. Many of-them would 

ave to leave their business and go long dis- 
tances to vote and a number of old and feeble 
men do not feel able to _— stand 
in line for several hours, and be pushed from 
front and rear. With three precincts in that 
ward, the vote over there could be easily and 
pleasantly cast, because only a few hundred 

would vote ateach precinct. Two precincts 
each in the other wards would be about right, 
and they should be so located as to make it 
convenient for the voters. Such an arrange- 
ment would bea benefit in many ways. Kk 
would be convenient.
